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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the axle load sensors 
or the means for determining axle load as recited in claim 1 7, for example, vehicle 
dynamics data including at least one of engine power and transmission ratio as recited 
in claim 23, the device enabling the filtering of the brake application energy reference 
value as recited in claim 24, the means for measuring actual deceleration as recited in 
claim 28, for example, the electronic braking system as recited in claim 1 , for example, 
and the limitations in claim 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

2. The drawings are objected to because the x-axis of the graphs found in figures 
2b,2d,2f,2h, and 2j is not labeled also it is unclear to the Examiner what the relationship 
is between p-set-A and BDN-A*Z-set*KAPPA/KAPPA-OLD as shown in block J5.

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
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description: elements A, Z, AA-1 , AA-2, and AA in figure 3a also the unlabeled numbers 
under the tractor-trailer combination in figures 3a-3e, 4a-4c, 5a-5i, 6a-6e, 7a-7e. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .1 21 (b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37

4. In addition to Replacement Sheets containing the corrected drawing figure(s), 
applicant is required to submit a marked-up copy of each Replacement Sheet including 
annotations indicating the changes made to the previous version.

Failure to timely submit the proposed drawing and marked-up copy 
will result in the abandonment of the application. 

Specification 

5. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
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of the following is required: the specification fails to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the following terms: "affine equations" recited in claim 20, "engine power" recited in 
claim 23, and "transmission ratio" recited in claim 23. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Re: claims 1 , 25, 28, and 29. The specification fails to include a description of 
the means for measuring an actual deceleration value or a means for determining an 
axle load. 

Re: claims 3 and 4. The phrase "predetermined influencing factors" is recited in 
line 4 of claim 3. In the specification influencing factors, E, is merely represented as a 
percentage. The specification fails, however, to answer the question E is a percentage 
of what? A similar issue exists with regards to the recitations of "0 percent" and "100 
percent" in lines 2-3 of claim 4. 

The remaining claims are indefinite due to their dependency from one of claims 1 
and 25. 
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8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Re: claims 1 , 25, 28, and 29. The phrase "calculating a set brake-application 
energy value for said tractor vehicle based on said set deceleration value, a value 
that..." first recited in lines 21-22 of claim 1 is indefinite. Particularly, the phrase "a 
value" is indefinite since it is unclear to the Examiner as to which value Applicant 
intends to refer to - the "set brake application energy value" or the "set deceleration 
value". Clarification is required. 

Re: claim 8. The phrase "said influencing factor" in the last two lines of claim 8 is 
indefinite. It is unclear to the Examiner as to which of the influencing factors Applicant 
intends to refer to since a plurality of influencing factors were previously claimed. 

Re: claims 11-13. The phrase "said value" first recited in line 1 of claim 11 is 
indefinite since a plurality of values were previously recited such a "brake application 
energy reference value", "set deceleration value", etc.

10. Claim1-29 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st paragraph and 2nd paragraph, set forth in this 
Office action. 

The prior art of record fails to include the combination of limitations set forth in 
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the independent claims including determining brake application energy reference value 
from the comparison of set deceleration and actual deceleration, providing the 
characteristics representing dependencies of the brake application level for the tractor 
and the trailer one of the brake application energy reference and axle load ratio, and 
calculating set brake application energy values for both the tractor and the trailer. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patents 5986544 to Kaisers et al., 6273522 to Feetenby et 
al., and 5482359 to Breen teach the use of similar brake systems for tractor-trailer 
vehicle combinations including deceleration calculations and axle load deteminations.
